At Mukden, in Manchukuo, Jap- 
anese police arrested 30 Chinese— 
alleged spies of the Chinese 29th 
Army—who were accused of plot- 
ting to destroy railways. 

In Shansi province, North China, 
the Japanese claimed to have fought 
their way southward toward the 
Yellow River and the strategic city 
of Tungchow. It was believed they 
intend to occupy Northern Shensi 
and parts of Kansii proviricé. Alr- 
planes bombed a way for cavalry 
and mechanized regiments. 

One air squadron even flew south- 
ward to Loyang, in Honan province, 
and bombed the big air field and 
other military stations there.

He contrasted their stand with 
that of the Soviet Union, Which 
stood steadfastly by the Spanish 
people in their hour of trial and 
has consistently aided Loyalist 
Spain since. 


THANKFUL FOR AID 


Though the Spanish people are 
grateful to the workers in other 
countries for the tremendous aid 
which they have rallied for them, 
it is upon themselves that the peo- 
ple of Spain must fundamentally 
rely for victory, he warned.

One thing is clear from the Morgenthau 
speech: the well organized campaign of the 
Big Business reactionaries is making head- 
way. And one of the chief reasons it is mak- 
ing headway is that so far it has met with no 
effective opposition from the progressive 
forces of the country 

With the opening of Congress only three 
days off, there is no time to lose. It is folly 
to trust merely to the good-heartedness of 
President Roosevelt, and let it go at that. 
And that kind of do-nothing policy doesn’t 
give him any help in the battle with the 
forces of Special Privilege and Corporate 
Greed. 

Relief must be continued and increased 
to meet growing unemployment. A wages 
and hours bill must be passed.

Looking upon the United States as the backbone 
of the capitalist democracies in any international col- 
laboration of the democratic powers with the Soviet 
Union to maintain world peace, the Fascist triple- 
alliance decided to use Vargas as a loaded gun to point 
at the head of Washington. 

The Nazis and other foreign Fascist agents work 
not so much through Vargas as they do through Gen.

The most reactionary American capitalists, the im- 
perialist corporations in Brazil, welcome the Vargas 
Fascist coup.

They expect that their fortunes will be protected 
against a possible Brazilian Cardenas and they an- 
ticipate that reaction in Latin America will spur the 
ambitious Fascist elements in the United States. 

What may we expect as a result of Brazilian events 
now? 

Terror in Brazil will rise to frightful heights. 

Democratic, anti-imperialist and workers’ leaders, 
unless resistance is organized in the U. S. and through- 
out Latin America, will be jailed, tortured, murdered. 

Fascist activities will be spurred in Mexico, Argen- 
tina, Chile. 

Reactionaries in the U. S. will become bolder. 

Hitler and Mussolini will more provocatively 
threaten the U. S. and more confidently hope to coun- 
ter the weak moves of peace collaboration. 

If the Brazilian events serve sufficiently to arouse 
the American people to the gigantic magnitude of the 
danger they face the de jure coup of a de facto situa- 
tion will certainly not redound to the benefit.of the 
Fascists.

NLY those dulled by custom to the arrogance of the

Seldom has sacrilege been so impudent as when Hoover the slave 
driver and slave dealer, impugned to Elijah Lovejoy, martyred in the 
cause of slavery’s abolition a century ago, the sentiments and interests 
of the masters of the wage slaves of today. 

Falsifying history, Hoover declared: “His (Lovejoy’s) was a case 
of a minority fighting for a principle and of being crucified by a ma- 
jority.” By such means does Hoover twist facts to encourage the 
“minority” of today, the Tom Girdlers and the Henry Fords and Al 
Smiths, to organize their vigilante mobs against the “majority” stand- 
ing for progress. 

This fascist creed is false as hell. Upon what occasion, Mr. Hoover, 
did the voice of the majority speak, by democratic balloting, for chattel 
slavery—in the life of Lovejoy—any time before the election of Lincoln?
